British Gold 
Goes Below 
Crisis Level

London, April 4 (/P) — Britain dls 


closed today the gold and dolla 
reserves which pay for her life 
giving trade have sunk below crls 
is level with a loss of 635 millio 
dollars in the first three months o 
this year. 


Since the war, Britain has con- 


sidered a two billion dollar reserve 
rock bottom for financial safety. 
Today, chancellor of the Exche- 
quer R. A. Butler told the House 
of 
Commons, the 
reserves arc 


down to only $1,700',000,000. 


That's the lowest level since a 


similar crisis forced a 30 per cent 
devaluation of the- pound sterling 
Sept. 18, 1949. The rapid decline of 
tKc reserves has cut them by more 
than half since they stood at $3,- 
8fiO,000,000 nine months ago.
